UNITED NATIONS — The UN 
General Assembly condemned the 
United States Tuesday for its eco- 
nomic embargo, on Cuba, and 
slammed a recent U.S. law aimed 
at choking off foreign investment 
in the Caribbean country. 

The resolution said the Gen- 
eral Assembly was “concerned 
about the continued promulgation 
and application by member states 
of laws and regulations, such as 
... the Helms-Burton Act, the ex- 
traterritorial effects of which af- 
fect the sovereignty of other 
states, the legitimate interests of 
entities or persons under their j 
risdiction and the freedom of 
trade." 

It went on to urge countries 
with such laws “to take the neces- 
sary steps to Repeal or invalidate 
them as soon as possible." 

The resolution also called on 
Washington to lift its trade em- 
bargo on Havana, which has heen 
in effect nearly 35 years to try to 
undermine the communist rule of 
President Fidel Castro. 


The United States does not ap- 
ply, such sanctions to communist-,, 
ruled China — one of its key 
trading partners — and has 
dropped the Cold War embargo it 
had on Vietnam. 

A total of 137 countries voted 
to adopt the resolution. The only 
opponents were the United States, 
Israel and Uzbekistan, while 25

TEHRAN — Not more than a year 
ago, a kind of news swept through 
offices and made people ebullient or 
anxious, depending on their beliefs. 
An unusual Marriage dubbed 
‘Mesyar Marriage" is being prac- 
ticed in Saudi Arabia which is ex- 
empting the husband to provide 
household necessaries (nafaga) or 
stay with his wife during the night. ” 

Mesyar Marriage was first intro- 
duced by Fahd ul-Qanim, a mar- 
riage counsellor in Al-Qasim 
region, some 400 kilometers north 
of Riadh, and later domiriated the 
central regions of the country to be 
a social phenomenon in Saudi Ara- 
bia. 

The reason why it was named 
Mesyar, is because the ınan visits 
his ‘mate" during the daytime, 
which is more or less Hike neigh- 
bors’ visit of one another. In Saudi 
native dialéct such a visit is called 
‘Mesyar'", because the guest does 
not stay for long with the host, 

Those wormer who have no op- 
portunity to marry naturally — be- 
cause of old age or former 
unsuccessful marriage(s) — un- 
dergo the hard requirements of 
Mesyar Marriage. 

This kind of Marriage costs one- 
tenth of a an ordinary marriage. 

There are ‘for and ‘against’ 
views on the part of the public con- 
cerning the issue. Most of the oppo- 
nents are women. 

Those who favor the phenome- 
non believe that the marriage gives 
a new life to spiusters and divor- 
cees. 

Men, however, are the most ad- 
vocates of Mesyar Marriage, spe- 
cially those who intend to have 
many wives, The husharkd practices 
this newly introduced way of mar- 
riage in private. . 

The opponents, on the other 
hand, believe that Mesyar Marriage 
is nothing other than women abuse, 
whose rights are neglected by the 
hushand's exempt from giving nec- 
essaries to his mate.

She did not know until after her 
release in 1978 that Liu died in 1969 
— denied medical treatment as "the 
No. 1 capitalist roader’’ and a 
“lackey of imperialism. ""

Yeltsin's health remains sta- 
ble, he has a pulse rate of 88 per 
second and his temperature is 
normal, Interfax news agency re- 
ported, quoting Kremlin doctors. 

The Kremlin said Yeltsins 
planned address to the nation, to 


he broadcast on the radio or tele- 
vision, could take place Friday. 

Yeltsin, 65, is now working 
two or three hours daily in an 
armchair at the Kremlin"s central 
clinical hospital, and is spending 
six hours daily out of bed, the 
doctors said. 

He is expected to return to the 
Kremlin at the end of December 
or in early January, according to 
the presidential press service. 

On Tuesday Yeltsin had his 
first conversation with a foreign 
head of state since his operation 
— a seven-minute telephone chat 
with Gerrnan Chancellor Helnmut 
Kohl. 

Yeltsin underwent the heart 
bypass after suffering three heart 
attacks in the past 15 months. He 
hax been away from the Kremlin 
since late June.

Geneva 
Reports 
Historic Loss 
of U.N. Jobs 


GEVEVA — Geneva on Tucsday 
reported an unprecedented loss of 
jobs in international organisations 
based in the city, whosc number 
dropped by 7.2 per cent in a year. 

The Swiss city, which hosts the 
United Nations European Hcad- 
quarters and many affiliated agen- 
cies including the World Trade 
‘Irganisation (WTO), said the 
drop had been especially marked 
at the European Laboratory for 
Particle Physics (CERN). 

The number of staff cmployed 
by 16 International Governmental 
Organisations in Geneva fell to 
19,768 last March against 21,299 
in March 1995, the statistical of- 
fice for the Canton (State) said in 
a report. 

“In one year, the decrease of 
7.2 per cent is brutal by historic 
comparison." it said. It was the 
third consecutive year that a de- 
crease had been registered. 

“The movement touches most 
of the big organisations. but the 
drop is particularly imporlant at 
CERN. it added. 

The Organisations included the 
U.N. office, the International La- 
bour Organisation (ILO). the 
World Healh Organisation 
(WHO). the International Tele- 
communication Union and the 
WTO. 

The report did not giv'c a rcason 
for thc loss of jobs, but most U.N. 
agencies haye imposed budget and 
hiring freezes. Smaller agencies, 
such as the U.N. volunteers PrO- 
gramme. have been lurcd away to 
bonn and other citics offering bet-

The book. called "Gift and 
Afystery". is thc 76-ycar-old 
pope's rcficctions on the pricsl- 
hood and the past 50 cars since 
he was ordained in war-ravaged 
Poland. 

As a handsome young man in 
his native Wadowice and later 
Krakow. Karo! Wojtyla was a 
deeply religious person with a 
love for tke theatcr and Polish lit- 
erature and language. 

But his definitive decision to 
enter the priesthood was taken in 
the carly 1940s after the Nazis 
invaded Poland and sent many of 
its people to death camps. The 
pope escaped deportation by 
working as a manual laborer in a 
stone quarry. 

Biographers concur that ihe 
pope had no romanlic relation- 
ships as a young man in secon- 
dary school and university but he 
has rarely spoken or written about 
the subject himself. 

"Maybe someone thought that 
if a young man with such clear 
religious inclinatioas did not en- 
tcr the seminary (earlier) it was a 
sign that other loves or interests 


. were at play," he writes, accord- 


ing to one of the excerpts in Cor- 
riere Della Sera. 

"In fact at school I had many 
fcmaie colleagues and because I 
was involved in the school theater 
club. had numerous possibilities 
to meet people.” he says in the 
Italian cxcerpts. 

"That was not what was at is- 
suc. At that time I was consumed 
by passion for literature. particu- 
larly for dramatic Iitcraturc. and 
‘the theater." he says. 

Most biographers say that at 
Icasi one of Karol Wojtyla’s fe- 
male classmates felî iı iove with 
him. however. 

The pope recounts how his life 
was changed by the "apocalypse" 
of World War Il and how he 
workcd in the quarry to avoid de- 
portation and continue his siudies 
sccrcUy.

The first use of piy hearts will he 

temporary, he said, enahlind pa- 

tents to live for a few Weeks or 

months while they await permanent 

transplantation of a human donor 
rt. 


"What we Ieam from doing the 
operations will enablè us to then use 
pig hearts for permanent transplan- 
tation into humans," Platt said, 


Transplanting animal organs into 
humians has failed to work in the 
past, but Platt and his colleagues 
have used genetic manipulation to 
improve their chances for success. 


By implanting a human gene ina 
pig organ, Platt said, he can sup- 
press production of sugars that 
identify the pig flesh as a substance 
foreign to a human immune system. 


Working with pig hearts and ba- 
boons, the Duke researchers have 
done cross—species transplants 
that have functioned for more than 
a month. 


“Under normal conditions, our 
bodies would reject a Pig’s heart 
within minutes," Platt said. “Going 
from minutes to weeks or months is 
exciting because it shows we nO 
longer bave a fundamental imnyu- 
nity problem to deal with, but just 
a technical problem. " 


Although 40,000 Americans are 
candidates for heart transplantation 
each year, only about 2,300 get 
transplants because of the limited 
supply of human donor hearts, Platt 


said.

Chances are, you will 
never forgct how to ride a bike, 
swim or drive a car — skills that 
depend on auomatic recall of a 
series of motions. Conditioned re- 
sponscs, such as reaching for a 
handkcrchicf when you sense a 
snceze, also aren’t likcly to disap- 
pear. Loss of implicit memory is a 
sure sign of serious mental dete- 
rioration. 

Remote. This is lhe kind of 
memory that wins moncy on 
“Jeopardy”. It is data collected 
over the ycars from schools. 
magazines, movies, conversalions. 
wherever. Remote memory apP- 
pears to diminish with age in nor- 
mal people, though the decline 
could be simply a retrieval prob- 
lem. “It could be interference.”

him blind and deaf and dumh, to 
emancipate him from the senses of 
smell and taste, were the father’s 
first concems. He took, in the same 
way, all possihle measures to make 
the chosen onè unaware of his own 
body. As to the rest, this was ar- 
ranged with contrivances designed 
to take over respiration, circulation, 
nourishment, digestion, and elimi- 
nation. It was a pity that the boy, 
fully liberated, was cut off from all 
human contact. 

Owing to the press of practical 
matter, the narrator goes away. Af- 
ter ten years, he returns. Don 
Guillermo has died; his son goes on 
living after his fashion, with natural 
breathing, heart regular, in a dusty 
shack cluttered with mechanical de- 
vices. The narrator, about to leave 
for good, drops a cigarette butt that 
sets fire to the shack and he never 
quite knows whether this act was 
done on purpose or by pure chance. 
So ends Huergo’s story, strange 
enough for its time but now, of 
course, more than outstripped by 
the rockets and astronauts of or 
men of science. 

Having dashed off this disinter- 
ested compendium of the tale of a 
now dead and forgotten author — 
form whom I have nothing to gain 
— I steer back to the heart of the 
matter. Memory restores to me a 
Saturday morning m 1964 when I 
kad an appointment with the emi- 
nent gerontologist Dr. Raul Nar- 
bondo. The sad truth is that we 
young bloods of yesteryear are get- 
ting on; the thick mop begins to 
thin, one or another ear stops Up, 
the wrinkles collect grime, molars 
grow hollow, a cough takes root, 
the backbone hunches up, the foot 
tripš oi a pèbble, and, to puf it 
Plainly, the pater-familias falters 
and withers. There was no doubt 
about it, the moment had come to 
see Dr. Narbondo for a general 
checkup, particularly considering 
the fact that he specialized in the 
replacement of malfunctioning or- 
zans. 

Sick at heart because that after- 
noon the Palermo Juniors and the 
Spanish Sports were playing a re- 
turn match and maybe 1 could not 


ver could bave foreseen, 
way back in that innocent 

summer of 1923, that the novelette 

The Chosen One by Camilo N. 

Huergo, presented to me by the 
author with his personal inscription 
onı the flyleaf (which I had the de- 
corum to tear out before offering 
the volume for sale to successive 
men of the book trade), hid under 
the thin varnish of fiction a pro- 
phetic truth. Huergo’s photograph, 
in an oval frame, adorns the cover. 

Each time I look at it, I have the 
impression that the snapshot is 
about to cough, a victim of that lung 
disease which nipped in ihe bud a 
promising career. Tuberculosis, in 
short, denied him the happiness of 
acknowledging the letter 1 wrote 
him in one of my characteristic out- 
bursts of generosity. 

The epigraph prefixed to this 
thoughtful essay has been taken 
from the aforementioned novelette; 
I requested Dr. Montenegro, of the 
Academy, to render it into Spanish, 
but the results were negative. To 
give the unprepared reader the gist 
of the matter, I shall now sketch, in 
condensed form, an outline of 
Huergo’s narrative, as follows: 

The storyteller pays a visit, far fo 
the south in Chubut, to the English 
rancher don Guillermo Blake, who 
devotes his energies not only to the 
breeding of sheep but also to the 
ramblings of the world-famous 
Plato and to the latest and riore 
freakish experiments in the field of 
surgical medicine. 

On the basis of his reading, don 
Guillermo concludes that the five 
senses obstruct or deform the appre 
hension of reality and that, could wé 
free ourselves of hem, we would 
see the world as it is — endless and 
timeless. He comes to think that the 
eternal models of things lie in the 
depth of the soul and that the organs 
of perception with which the Crea- 
tor bas endowed us are grosso 
modo, hindrances. They are no bet- 
ter than dark spectacles that hlind us 
to what exists outside, diverting our 
attention at the same time from the 
«splendor we carry within us.
